ard and play schools of out size. We do not think that 
we are superior in any way to these smaller schools, hut 
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wedo think that our size and standing admits of games 
with larger schools than those with which we have been 
playing. Here's hoping that Coach Beach is successful. 

There is some talk of playing the high school bask- 
et-ball games in the gymnasium of the Lincoln high 
school. If this plan is carried out it will be a decided 
improvement as the gymnasium of the new building is 
larger, better lighted and equipped and has better facil- 
ities for handling crowds.
